flSENSATIONAL STORY. 


Detßctive Dier Saya Tascott Did 
Not Murder Snell. 


THEMILLIOlíAIEirS SLAYER OOWK 


Xa m Respoctod Re^ldonfr mt Chloaco, 
' Wlio H«a Subaidlzcd Tn«cott to Shtold 
nimsolf—TftHCOtt, LooAt<^d In AlaskH hy 
m Former OhIoAgoau, Talk« of tho Crime. 


HOHICAGO, Jan. ¡5,—"WTieMior William B. 
Ti'ficott is in Alaska or not, he did not 
murder millionaire A. J. Suell 
Tho man 
who murdered Snell lives in Chiwiiio and 
is well known» He does not want to have 
Tascott cauiiht, aud he is fuvnishing him 
money all the time to keep away from 
CliicaRO." 


So said Detective Jolm A. Dier, after 
beiuff shown the dispatch from Spokane, 
Wash., to tho eflftict that Jules Beauvois, a 
miner recemly naurned from Alaska, de- 
clared that in Sitka, Juneau and other 
places he witr aud conversed with Tascott. 


Detccti /e Dier perhaps knows more 
about tho famous Snell tra^^cdy than auy 
Other man in Chicaco outside of the par- 
ticipants in the bloitdy deed. He passed 
more than two years in making investiga- 
tions of the my.sterious robbery aud assas- 
sination, and in searching for the mur- 
derer. 


'•If Tascott is in Alaska," said Mr. Dier, 
"he went there after March last, for at that 
date he was in a certain town in Manitoba, 
But there or elaowhere, there is little dan- 
ger of hLs apprehension and return to 
Chicago. As a juatter of fact, tne offer of 
A reward is no longer in force, and if any 
one should arrest and bring Tascott to 
Chicago he would have his trouble for 
nothing. 


"Jules Beauvois knew Tascott in Chi- 
cago, and should therefore be able to 
recognize him in Alaska, although Tascott 
is much thinner faced than he was when 
the murder was committed." 


"I worked two years on the case and 
spent tl,OttO of my own money in following 
up the matter. As a result I am able to 
declare that Tascott never murdered Snell, 
Tho man who did the killing lives in Chi- 
cago, and has spent a fortune keeping Tas- 
cott out of the way and in covering up hia 
own tracks. 
. - - , 


•There were four men implicated In the 
robbery and murder—the man who did the 
killing, two other men and Tascott. 
Tas- 
cott wad taken into the scheme under the 
pretense that robbery alone was contem- 
plated. He was placed on watch on the 
outside of the house and the other three 
men entered. 
After rifling the house of 
valuable papers they made a noise which 
brought old man Snell into the room, and 
this man to whom I have alluded killed him. 


At the sound of shots Tascott, according 
to his own story and from other evidence 
£ have secured, ran away. 
Tascott re- 
mained in town a day or two and then 
went to St. Paul, where he remained three 
weeks, during which, time he received by 
express a bix package of money from Chi- 
cago, with ln;itructions to leave the coun- 
try. 


'•The man who did the killing went to m 
drug store on West Madison street shortly 
after the killing, and had a wound in his 
leg dressed. The drug clerk who was on 
duty that night was a green boy who had 
been in the store only a few weeks, and 
knew comparatively nothing about the 
business. 


"He had no means and was working for 
a pittance. Three or four weeks after the 
murder, and while tho police and detectives 
were searching Heaven aud earth for clews, 
this drug clerk went to a watering place 
up north of Chicago and opened a drug 
store with a $10,000 stock of goods." 


"Where 
has Tascott 
been all these 
years?" 


"Oh. at various places; but I cannot tell 
you some things. He spent a good deal of 
time in JManitoba. In March, 1»U0, he was 
living in Liondon, Canada, under the name 
of Dennis Maguire. I have known his 
whereabouts nearly all the time, and so 
have those who are interested in keeping 
him under cover. At one time 1 was pre- 
pax'ed to bring him to Chicago to turn 
state's evidence against the real murderer, 
but the plan ^vas frustrated by people liv- 
ing in Chicago. 


"Tascott \vas In Chicago several days in 
December, IWU—a little more than a year 
ago—and while here received a consider- 
able sum of money, During his brief stay 
in the city he was di^uised as a bent old 
man, with white hair aud beard. He re- 
turned to the north and remained there 
until he wont to Alaska. One thing is- 
certain, he is not the slayer of A. J, Bnell,. 
but has consented to be the scapegoat for a 
certain sum of money and a guarantee of 
safety. 


"It is perhaps not generally known that 
early in the evening of the night of the 
murder Bneli and the man who killed him 
had a fight in Snell's barn over business 
matters. The man left, vowing vengeance, 
and, securing the aid of Tascott aud two 
other men, returned in the night for tho 
ostensible purpose of robbing Snell, but 
it was this man's intention all the time to 
kill Snell. aud he fuiniied his threat." 


Si'OKANK, Wash., Jan. 8.—The where- 
abouts of Tascott, the alleged murderer of 
Banker Snell, of Chicago, whom the de- 
tectives have unsuccessfully sought for 
years, has undoubtedly been located in 
Alaska. 


Jules Beau vols, a well known and relia- 
ble mining man and owner of several ilch 
mines in Slooul county, is stopping in this 
dty for a few days, having recently re- 
*atlKd ixsm AJy^k.^ ^herp 
i» iMUu-ested 


in several mining properties. To a reporter 
he said he spent all last summer in Alaska. 
On various occasions in Sitka, Juneau and 
other places ho saw and conversed with 
William B. Tascott, accused oi the murder 
of Snell. "I knew him personally while 
living in Chicago," said Beauvois, ^aud 
when I first met him in Sitka he recog- 
nized em and I did him. 


"We had quite a talk on various subjects, 
and when I mentioned his connection with 
the murder of Snell, and how detectives 
wore searching for him everywhere, he 
appeared to dislike to talk, axKl while ho 
auswered questions ou the subject without 
hesitation, ho would quickly change the 
conversation into other channels." 


Boauvois related further that Tascott 
has been in Alaska nearly all tho time 
cmce the murder, and makes no pretense 
of concealiuii his identity. Ho has made a 
little inoaey ut times prospecting and dab- 
bling iu mining property, but during tho 
past summer was hard up and drinking 
heavily. 


Beauvois gave him money on several 
occasions. Tascott ftixiJ the mystery of tho 
tnurder would .soon be cleared up and then 
he will have plenty of mouey. 


Speaker Crisp Very 111. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 8.—Speaker Crisp is a 
very sick man. Members of the fi^mily 
were greatly alarmed, but Judge Crisp has 
much improved, and the worst appears to 
be over. 


NO EXTRA 
SESSION. 


Unless the Exigencies of tho Finances 


Make a Session Imperative. 


WASIIIXGTON, Jan, 3.—The recent con- 
ference between the president-elect and 
Speaher Crisp was expected to result in 
some authorized announcement on the 
subject of an extra session. 
While these 
anticipations have not been realized, as 
Speaker Crisp has studiously refrained 
from givingr out any statement as to what 
passed between Mr. Cleveland and him- 
self, somcthiug in the nature of a state- 
ment on "good authority" is being passed 
around among the Democratic leaders. 


This runft to the eirect that while no final 
decision will be made on the question of 
an extra sossion of congress until Febru- 
ary, by which time the cabinet of Presi- 
dent-elect Cleveland will probably have 
been selected, the probabilities are decid-®' 
edly against an extra session before next 
autamn, Mr. Cleveland, it is stated, has 
said to Democratic leaders in congress that 
he will call congress together in special 
session. He qlso told them, it is reported, 
that it would not be convoked before au- 
tumn unless the financial situation and the 
condition of tho treasury made it abso- 
lutely imperative that congress should 
meet in the spring. 


The Prentice Caae Decided. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—Chalmer M. C. 
Prentice, a physician of Norwalk, O., while 
traveling on excursion tickets with his 
wife and other persons on the Lake Shoi e 
railroad to Chicago, purchased the re- 
turn trip tickets of a number of the pas- 
sengers. The conductor arrested Prentice 
just before reaching Chicago, subjected 
him to violence and his wife to insult, and 
had Prentice locked up on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct, which charge was dis- 
missed the next day for lack of appearance 
on tho part of the conductor. Prentice 
sued the railroad company. Judgment for 
$10.000 was brought in, but subsequently 
Prentice had it reduced to 80,000. The rail- 
road appealed, notwithstanding Prentice's 
voluntary act, done probably to avert an 
appeal. 
Justice Gray, of the supreino 
court, upheld tho cliarge, except as to ex- 
emplary damages, ruling that the railroad 
cannot be punished for the wanton und 
unauthorized act of its agent. 


DlH€U8sing Dr. McGlynn's Future. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2 . — M u c h speculation 
has been indulged in as to what are tho 
plans of Dr. McGlynn for the future. The 
latest i-% jry is that he will be appointed to 
the chair of sacred oratory in the Catholic 
university at Washington. Dr. Harnett, 
the president of St. John's college, Brook- 
lyn, where Dr. McGlynn holds mass every 
morning, says: "There is nothing to in- 
dicate that that story is true. Dr. Mc- 
Glynn is capable of filling the chair of sa- 
cred oratory, but at present there is no 
such professorship, and 1 have heard of no 
endowment for creating one. You may 
state positively that Dr. McGlynn does 
not know what he will do. All rumors 
have been absolutely without foundation,"

The reindeer or the fox 
furnished 
him with hat, cob«; and trousers, and tho 
seal was tbe purveyor of his boots.

wife was a woman of taste and decorated 
his /oat with dainty bits of colored fur. 
He himself was an artist 
of 
no 
mean 
ability and know how to carve ivory to 
perfectior, 
More than all, 
he 
was a 
skilled sailor, and braved the sea 
in a 
boat where no white man has ever veil* 
tured with salety.

know how the sailing vessel of '»Colum- 
bus tho iiccond" probably looked. 


The Godstad bout, as pictured here, is 
now 
set 
up 
iu 
tho 
archaeological 
museum, iu 
Christiana, 
Norway. 
It 
was dug up in 16i3U, by Nicolaysen, at 
Godstad. 
Slio Avas entombed in a cir- 
cular barrows or burying place, resting 
on her keel and decorated with shields 
hung close together along the rails after 
the Norse fashion doWu to quite recent 


lino of fastenings. The Eikimo ship car- 
penter makes up his frame of driftwood 
by tying the bits of wood together with 
thongs of walrus rawhide and draws over 
it a covering of sealskin prepared in the 
best manner to make the material tough 
and keep out tho water.

The ranc[e of cultivation in the Gulf 
States IS now defined 
for the varieties 
positively identified, extending from Key 
West, Fla., to Aui^usta, Ga., and into 
the Carolinas near the coast. 
As 
far 
south as Manatee, Fla., it succeeds ad- 
mirably oa native stock, and is culti- 
vated as a special fruit all through cen- 
tral Florida; but in the northern belt of 
counties, beginning 
with the 
extreme 
limit of orange culture, it is most at 
home, althou^'ti trees have been injured 
by Irost where an early season has in- 
duced too free growth. 
The fruit 
of 
most varieties described is of a bright* 
oranire red or light vermillion color, iu 
shape and general appearance resembling 
a smooth tomato, and begins to color 
when half grown. 
If gathered before a 
frost there IS aslight astriagency next the 
skin, but it disappears after being kept 
in the house a lew days or weeks. 
If 
allowed to be slightly touched by the 
frost the flavor is much improved, but 
the fruit will not then keep many days. 
Some varieties will remain sound until 
January or February. 
The fipsh is soft, 
rich and sweet, with a slight 
apricot 
davor. 
There are many varieties of tho 
persimmon raised in Japan; 
some are 
eaten in a fresh state; others arc used 
for drying. 
Samples of dried persim- 
mons h;»ve been sent from Japan, 
and 
they are equal to the best Smyrna fig^, 
but with a peculiar and pleasant aroma. 


The 
yama-tsuru, 
heru 
illustrated, 
diifers in shape from some of the other 
varieties of the kaki in being decidedlv 
pointed. 
In size it varies irom J- by 3 
to 2 by 3 inches in diameter. 
Tlie name 
means mountain or wild 
crane—yam» 
meaning mountain, or, literally 
inter- 
preted, wild, and tsuru the stork 
or 
crane. 
A Japanese pomologist-says it is 
perhaps the wild progenitor of the largo 
and more improved variety called isuru.

trim, II short distance from Post Ruiil),

basaltic pillars, varying in shape Irom a 
pentagon 
to 
an 
octatron, the averam^ 
length 
of 
each column or pillar bemg 
about eighty leet, the whole stac.cetl so 
closely together that a knite blaao could 
hardly be inserted between the ii, 
Bui 
the formation of tneso pillars is not thu 
least 
wonderful 
part about them, for, 
although they may be counted by 
thou- 
sands and tens of thousand3,eaca column 
is fashioned with a symmetry that sug. 
gests a mason*3 handiwork. 
Their com- 
position is a perfect fusion 
of 
one-half 
flinty earth, one quarter limo 
and 
clay 
and one quarter almost pure iron, cac.i 
pillar being divided into regular lengths 
or joints which come together as a per- 
feet, natural ball-and-socket union. 
Al- 
thouijh to be found m small detacauients 
(embedded in the clills, sands, etc.) lor 
some 
distance 
along 
the 
snore, 
tho 
principal 
aggregations 
forming 
tho 
causeways proper consist of three pro- 
jections 
or 
tongues 
known as Little, 
Middle and Grand 
causeways. 
These 
Angular columns are of dillerent lengths, 
as has already been hinted, and present 
an astonishing appearance as they stand, 
an anny of at least 4lj,UU0 strong mar- 
fil-mlled on the shores of Erin as if evei 
ready to do battle with the rising tide. 
One portion 
of 
this .marvelous natural 
treuk iu known as ''Lord Antrim's Par- 
lor;" 
other sections 
by such names as 
•'The Giant's i;timney," 
' T h e 
Giant's 
Head," " T h e Nursing Child," ''Hen and 
Chickens," '»The Priesc and His Flock," 
besides many other mysterious combina* 
tions which are at once tantaatio, 
weird 
and descriptive. 
One of the most inter, 
esting features of the causeway is 
'»The 
Giant's 
Organ," 
This 
hu^e ''instru- 
inent" consists of a group 
of pillars ol 
various len^'ths set apart on the 
side of 
iho main cliff. 
The larger columns be- 
ing in thy center and the 
smaller 
ones 
tapering 
olf 
on 
either side, after thu 
fashion of origan pipGs, admirably 
sus- 
tain the idea which tho name 
''GiancV 
Organ" conveys.—St, Louis Republic,

fcome years ago for the corporation of the 
city to give serious consideration to the 
subject of an incressei water supply, 
The vallev of the Iliver Vyrawy, in 
Koji^i Wales, was found to possess 
ipecial u'lvatajies as the source of supply 
of the precious duid, althouirh its dis- 
'iince from Liverpool, forty-tive mile? in 
X direct line, necessitated the construc- 
lion of an aqueduct sixty-eight miles in 
length, presentiiiii engmeering problems 
of the most diliicurt nature. 


The plan of G. F. Deacon, the engi- 
oaer in charge of this extensive piece of 
engineeriniT^ was to construct an em- 
bankment across the mouth of the valley 
to intercept the water of the Vyrnwy, 
and store it for the use of the inhabitants 
of the distant city. Tie result of his 
labors has been to create a lake four and 
three-quarter miles in lengtu, aud from 
a quarter to three-elLrhths of a mile in 
width. 
The embankment of Idam is a 
magniiiccct structure, and is 1172 feet 
In length from rock to rock of the two 
sides of the valley. 


From the lowest part of the founda- 
tion to the parapet of the carriacie way 
over it the heigntis 10 L feet, while from 
the river bed to the parapet is 101 feet. 
The dam is a structure of some architec- 
tural pretensions, the viaduct being sup-

ported on' a range of elegantly propor- 
tioned arches rising from the sill. Every 
equare inch of the work was treated as if 
on it alone depended the success of the 
whole undertaking, and the utmost care 
was taken to have the v/hole mass of

The water )s led from the 
lake 
through a large straining tower, built on 
a projecting piece of ground. No water 
can reach this point until it has been in 
the lake a considerable time. 
This 
buildifj^ iB fitted wltQ straining appli- 
ances of the most ingenious design, and 
the water is allowed to patis into the 
aqueduct only afterhavj^g first gone 
through copper wire gauze, iiavin 14,4U0 
meshes to tbe square inch i*jid with au

Great as are thedimeusioi'u of the dan'i 
its construction was a shiiple matter

not yet required only one of the thre« 
hues of pipes has so far been laid. 


On the line of the viaduct are font 
balancing reservoir» and filtering beds. 
One of these, the Norton water tower,, 
situated near Uuncorn, is remarkable 
not only on account of its size, but alsc 
for its excellent architectural propot' 
tions. 
A view of this tower is fihown iu 
one of the illustrations. 
In the coiv 
struction of the viaduct many obstacles 
were encountered—railways, canals and 
rivers having been crossed under varying 
conditions. 
The crossing: of the river 
Weaver was a formidable ta-ik, three 
pipes beioLi hud at once without ob- 
stru 3ting the traffic. Thcie repose JJI 
beds ot concrete at some depth V»eloH 
the bottom of the stream. 


The crowning feat of the engineer, 
however, was the construe«":loa of tte 
tuunel under the Mersey, at Lirnrpooi, 
through which pipes conveying the 
water are led. 
Tnis was not only u 
troublesome bat the most costly pare of 
the undertakinif. 
Shafts, fifty feet in 
depth, were sunk in either shore, and 
these were connected by a suoway exca- 
vated under air pressure. 


Tuere are, of course, many details ot 
this great work which have not been men- 
tioned, but enough has been said to indi- 
cate its extent ana character. The cost of 
the completed undertaking will approxi- 
mate $10,U00,00J, but it hat secure! tc 
Liverpool for many years to com3 a geu' 
erous supply of wholesome water.

Stran c Ejes of Bees. 


The directness of the bee's liight is 
proverbial. 
The shortest distance be- 
tween any two g i v e n points is called a 
bee-line. Many observers think that the 
immense eyes with which the insect is 
furnished greatly assist,if they do not en- 
tirely account for, the arrowy stiaight- 
ness of its passage through 
the 
air. 
Every bee has two kinds of eyes, the 
two large compound ones, looking Hke 
hemispheres, on either 
side, and 
the 
three simple ones which crowu the top 
of the head. 
Each compound eye if 
composed of 3500 facets—that is to say, 
an object is reflected 35J0 times on its 
iiurface. 
Every one of these facets ii 
the base of a hexagonal pyramid, whose 
apex is fitted to the head. 
Each pyra. 
mid may be termed an eye, for eaca hai 
its own i r i S and optic nerve. 


How these insect? manage this mar- 
velous number of eyes is not ktiown. 
They nrc immovable, but mobility is un. 
necessary because tho range of vision 
afforded by the position and the numbei 
of the facets. 
They have no lids, but 
are protected from dust and injury b j 
rows of hairs growing along tho lines at 
the junction of the facets. 
The simple 
eyes am suppose to have been given the 
bee to enable it to sec above its heid 
when intent upon gathering honey from 
the cups of flowers. 


Probably this may be one re\soa, bm 
it is likely there are other uses for them 
not yet ascertaine.U 
A bee fl'.es much 
in the same way ai a pigeon—that is to 
say, it first takes an upward spiral liight 
into the air, and then darts straight for 
the objtct in view. 
N(/w an experi- 
menter on insect nature covered a beei 
simple eye with paint and sent it iut'i 
tho air;' iastead of darting straight o j 
after rising, it 
continued 
to ascend. 
Ajiparenlly, then, these eyes are used ii 
some meas'ure to direct the flight, —l^eiP 
son's ueekly.
